necessary articles of sickroom equipment such as 
••gauze and cellulose pads, bed pans, wash basins, al- 
cohol, disposable pads, air rings, etc. There is no 
rental fee for this equipment and transportation will 
be paid for them if the patient is unable to do so. 


A few of the following other services available 


through the Cancer Society are the following: 


The local office will pay for narcotics or any form 


of sedation prescribed by a physician, and will, 
furnish syringes and needles for injection. 


The local office will pay for transportation of a 


cancer patient to and from the hospital, or from War- 
ren to a clinic or hospital elsewhere. Treatment will 
not be paid for. 


The local office will make available to interested 


groups the film "Breast Self-Examination," and ar- 
rangement will be made for a doctor to be present 
at the showings to answer questions, etc.

Gov. Fine has advised Francis J. Chesterman, 


chairman of his "Little Hoover" committee, that, 
regardless of planned governmental economies, the 
1953 Legislature will have to find $136,000,000 in new 
state revenue.

The word is that any congressman can introduce an amendment 


to cut almost any appropriation, and get it passed. But the total 
record to date indicates a saving of only 9 to 10 per cent on budget 
estimates. 
. Five-, money bills have now passed the House."* Budget estimates 
totaled $13.114 billion. House Appropriations Committee cut to $12.003 
billion, for a saving of $1.111 billion. On the floor there were further 
cuts of only $32 million, for a total saving of $1.143 .billion. 


Savings were $76 million on Treasury-Post Office bill, $724 million 


on Independent offices, $200 million on Labor Department-Federal 
Security Administration, $139 million on Interior Department and 
nearly $3 million on District of Columbia.
